In the call made by the Repub- 
lican Central Committee it was an- 
nounced that among the officers to 
be nominated at the convention to 
be held the 3d of September next is 
a County Assessor. During the 


session of tbe .Legislature in 1883. 


there was passed an Act entitled 
‘‘An Actin relation to County As- 
sessors, their terms of office and 
compensation,” Section 1 of which 
reads as follows: ‘There shall be 
elected at the general election in 
eighteen hundred and eighty-six, 
and every four years thereafter, in 
each organized county of this State, 
one County Assessor. Section 2 of 
said Act provided for extending the 
term of Assessors then in office, 
Section 3 for the salaries after 1884, 
and Section 4for the,repeal of Acts 
and parts of Acts that were in con- 
flict with said Act. Section 2 was 
pronounce! ‘unconstitutional by 
the Supreme Court, but Section 1 
‘stands unrepealed, and as advised 
no court has passed upon ite valid- 
ity. 

It is important to the citizens of 
this county to know the reason for 
the actioa of the Central Commit- 
tee in calling for the nomination of 
an Assessor for this county. Of 
course there is a reason, and one of 
which the publicshould be advised. 
The call is made over the signa- 
ture of the Attorney-General as 
Chairman of the Committee. The 
‘GAZETTE would be glad to inform 
its readers through General Alex- 
ander why an Assessor should be 
nominated.

MISSISSIPPI, through its legisla- 
ture, usks Congress to pass a law 
withdrawing all goverament land 
in that State from sale, and allow- 
ing it to be acquired only by actual 
settlers under the homestead act. 
This action is the result of recent 
large purchases of timber land. ip 
Mississippi by syndicates of north- 
ern lumbermen. The request is a 
timely one, and it might be well 
for Congress to inquire if it is not 
wise to withdraw all the public 
land, except that classified as min- 
eral lands, from the market. The 
government is certainly not in need 
of the money it is receiving from 
the sale of land. While up to the 
present Uncle Sam has been rich 
enough to give alla farm who ap- 


plied for it in good faith and per- 


formed a moderate amount of labor 
on it, this liberality cannot be con- 
tinued much longer, at the rate the 
land is being taken up by specula- 
tors. The land is worth more to 
the government to save for actual 
homesteaders, than it is to sell at 
$1.25 to $2.50 an acre. A man who 
takes up 160 acres of wild land and 


turns it into'a farm within the 


time he is required to take his 
patent for the tract, is a citizen in 
whom the republic can take pride 
and one upon whom itcan depend

arranged system of water storage, 
but of the many who realize that 
large returns would follow the out- 
lay, few fully comprehend its vast 
results in the increase of wealth 
and resources. Much of the now 


useless land would be reclaimed; of 
course not all, but enough to repay 
from its yield in a few years the 
entire cost of construction of the 
reservoirs which are needed to 
equalize the flow of water. This, 
however, is not the final reward of 
the enterprise. Over the State are 
numbers of districts rich in miner- 
als which cannot. be prospected by 

poer men, owing to the difficulty 
and cort of obtaining supplies. 
Poor men, as a rule, are the pros- 
pectors, and districts distant from 
established camp-, or from agricul- 
tural regions where food can be 
purchased, are ae ogee through 
the inability of the adventurous 
miner to provide himself with 
stores and trineportation. The ad- 
dition of belts of cultivated land, 

arising from the utilization of all 
the water that flows frum _ the 
mountains wii! furnish many bases 
of supplies for the hardy men who 
develop the resources of the State 
and will enable them to work in 
more p'aces and do better work. 
It is not to be denied that every 
acre of land added to the arable 


|areais a permanent and valuable 


increase, and that the value of the 
land of Nevada as agricultural land 
has been, under-rated until within a 
few years, but the grain and hay- 
stacks of the State will always a 
tributary to the ore-dumps. ‘They 
will assist. the prospector in finding 
mines and the miner in developinz 
them, and the totals of actual re- 
turns from the storage of water, if 
tabulated, will begin with the 
largest sums placed to the credit of 
the mineral output.
